“The clouds of war are still black 
and ominous, and have deluged the 
nations wtih blood and tears. Many of 
our Canadian homes have been strick- 
en. although our grief has been tem- 
pered with the ginad assurance that 
our brave boys have nobly upheld the | 
honor of our {Dominion and our {Em- | 
pire, (But the revelations made since 
those dark days in Augnst, and the | 
clear notes sounding above the din of 
bursting shells and shrieking shrap- 
nel, have shown us that there ts no 
cloud without its silver lining, that 
God is still upon ‘His throne, and out | 
of huge convulsions He Is ever bring 
ine forth a higher order of life for 
men and for nations.” 

This was the message which was 
given last night, at the opening ses- 
sion of the annual convention of the 
Baptist churches of Alberta, by the | 
Rey, H.R. McGill, of Main street 
church, in his presidential address, 

Quotes W, HL, Dawson, 

Mr, MeGill quoted from ‘The Evo- 
lution of Modern Germany.’ by W. H. 
Dawson, in which it Was stated; “A 
new spirit has entered national life, If 
the first half of the 19th century wit- 
nessed in Germany the reign of spirit 
and of ideals, the second half has! 
Witnessed the reign of matter and of | 
things ,and it is this later soverignty | 
which is supreme today. A century 
azo Germany Was poor in substance | 
but rich in ideals; today it is rich in! 
substance but the old idealism has} 
gone.” 

The speaker said that Germany had | 
not beer peculair in this respect. We, 
in company with other nations.’ he | 
said, “have dettied things and the no- 
bler ideals have been imperilled. We | 
have gloritied in our enormous. trade, 
our unrivalled markets, our extensive | 
fields, our world-wide empire, our 
peerless feet and invincible armies, | 
forgetting that trhe greatness consists | 
in the high moral character of the} 
nation, the spirit aniniating her rulers | 
and her people ,and the noble tdeals | 
posessing the minds and firing the 
hearts of the masaes.” 

A Sourge of God, i 

True «there had been warnings | 
that this materialism was failing, | 
but men were unwilling to heed and | 
were content to remain by the flesh- | 
pots, insensible of thoir spiritual des- | 
tiny. Without minimizing the tremen- 
dous responsibility of the human! 
agent that had brought all this misery 
on the world, history confirmed that 


fuct that God was using this scourge 
to turn the hearts of men from the 
transient to the eternal and abiding. 


The war had been a great puriner. 
No longer did men speak of things as 
supreme, Daty honor. self-sacrifice, 
devotion, and service were the watech- 
words of the hour, 

What the Churches Need, 

With this condition of things, said 
the speaker, had come “ new appre- 
ciation of the place of the church, 
Lately, the church had ben rather dis- 
paraged. Ministers and laymen had 
felt that she had outgrown her useful- 
ness, and were giving her bit faint- 
hearted support. The cause of the de- 
cline in the church's power and influ- 
ence came from within and not from 
without, "The indifference of the out- 
sider was largely the counterpart of 
the unfalthfulness of the church mem- 
Der, It was the “oncer’ and the 

week-ender” among ¢hurch members 
who were chietly resopnsible for the 
havoc of non-ehurch attendance, The 
churches needed a new consciousness 
of themselves and their mission, and 
these days of stress and strain were 
helping to establish this self-con- 
sclousness,
